NEW YORK, July 31.—(@)— 
The rate at which New York's re- 
volver and shotgun killings have 
mounted in 13 years was revealed 
by the medical examiner's figures 
submitted today to Police Commis- 
sioner Edward P. Mulrooney. — 

The 108 shooting homicides of 
1917 stood almost tripled at 316 
in 1930, and 2OO such homicides, 
far above last vear's average, al- 
ready are police history for the 
first seven months of 1931. 

Should the present raie of such 
slavings continue, the end of the 
vear will show 3842 cases in the 
metropolis, almost one fatal shoot- 
ing victim for each 24 hours.

a public school yard. Others who 
thronged the busy sidewalks huddled 
in fright against walls of tenements. 

Men and womer fled to open hall- 
ways. Among them was Christofo., 
but as the vouth ran he fell, perhaps 
mortally wounded, with a _ bullet 
his abdomen. 

Gunman Escapes. 

Two patrolmen walking their beat 
nearby came on the run as the gun- 
men seattered. One of the gunmen 
(larted into a hallway. followed by an 
officer, who had his pistol in his hand 
but feared to open fire because of 
women and children attempting to 
dart out of his path. 

The fugitive sped up the stairway, 
a hall, into an adjoining 
building and thence to the street. He 
was too fleet for the patrolman. As 
he darted ont to the sidewalk he bran- 
his revolver and forced the 
dense crowd to aid his getaway. 

Meanwhile, the other patrolman 
jumped into the ear in which Gaz- 
zola was slumped over the wheel and 
drove him to a hospital, followed by 
a taxicab with the wounded Christofo. 

In a few minutes the neighborhood 
was teeming with policemen, and a 
general alarm flashed all over the citr. 
putting thousands of police to work 
in an effort to trap the quartet within 
the uptown zone. 

Police officials who had been in 
conference at a district station a few 
blocks away over Tuesday night's 
shooting took charge of the new ease. 
When ther arrived at the scene ther 
eatimated 5,000 persons were in the

Slack Eagle’ will fly from 
putting on exhibitions and 
delivering lectures, and it is his 
“heart's desire’ that when he is fin- 
ished the negro race will get behind 
him and = finance some sort of an 
epochal distance  flight—something 
sad flight he attempted 
hetween Harlem and Abyssinia seven 
years ago. which ended in the Flush- 
ing mud flats when a wing fell off 
his plane. 

The colonel, ever his modest self, 
was dressed in a bright blue shirt and 
brown. knickers ‘hen he delivered his 
announcemert in the offices of Thom- 
as Moore and associates, aviation pro- 
moters and representatives of the 
trans-Atlantic fliers, Boardman and 
Polando. 

It seems that G. M. Bellanca, the 
plane builder, has become interested 
in the colonel and has prevailed upon 
Thomas Moore and associates to put 
the “Black Fagle’ over. As Thomas 
Moore himself said. “This guy may be 
funny and all that, -but the fact re- 
mains that he is a good pilot and the 
only licensed negro aviator in the 
world.”

Big Shrinkage Shown in 
Digests Prepared in 115 
Georgia Counties. 


: Georgia faces a net shrinkage of 
, $26,209,269 in property valuations 
(in 115 counties of the state's 161, de- 
wriving the state of $131,046.34 in 
‘revenue for 1931, and reducing the 
j wathne oes income for the next two 
years, according to tax digests received 
by Comptroller General William B. 
Harrjgon. 

Fulton, Chatham, Bibb and Rich- 
mond counties are yet to be heard 
from, although Muscogee has report- 
ed to the comptroller general. Fulton's 
i digest will be delivered to the capitol 
today by Edwin F. Johnson, tax re- 
| ceiver,

Chattahoochee county showed the 
biggest loss of ad valorem among 
counties reporting through Friday, 
with a cut of 30 and 21-100 per cent.

The finance committee Friday held | 
two sessions and finally adjourned in 
' the afternoon with the intention of 
holding another meeting to “take un- 
der advisement the problem of a gen- , 
eral and impersonal survey of all de- 
partments with a view of effecting 
economies.’ ‘This meeting is subject 
to call of Alderman J. Charlie Mur- 
phy, chairman, and possibility that 
the session will beheld before the 
Monday aftervoon meeting was re- | 
garded as remote. 


Decision of the finance committee 
followed a heated clash between Milli- 
can and Clarke Donaldson, chief of 
construction, during which Donald- 
son, the second department head in 
the past 24 hours to ask “to be left 
alone and be permitted to run his de- 
partment,” scored the Millican com- 
| mittee report as “prejudiced and 
| biased.” The committee report rec- 
; ommended slashing of about $100,000 
a year from the construction depart- 
ment, 

Chief of Police James L. 
Thursday night demanded that the 
police»committee “leave this depart- 
ment alone and let me run it” when 
members asked concerning the assign- 
ment of a certain patrolman to the 
federal prohibition enforcement office. 

A coincidence was that Millican, 
Murphy and Alvin Richards are mem- 
bers of the police committee and also 
were at the finance committee session. 

Donaldson denied emphatically that 
the construction department is “build- 
ing up a_e political machine,” as 
charged in the Millican committee re- 
‘port. He scored Millican for not | 
seeking information from the depart- | 
ment itself, saying that when he first 
read the report, he could not deter- 
mine whether Millican was serious or 
not, but had come to the conclusion 
| that he “was prejudiced and biased.” 

“[ didn’t seek the role of prosecu- 
tor.”” Millican said. “I expected ev- 
| erybody to get sore with me. I am 
convinced it is a crime to carry any- 
one on the pay rolls not absolutely 
necessary to the conduct of the de- 
partment. The committee takes back 
nothing. We still think the redue- 
tions can be made without curtaling 
the service. 

“T oppose a blanket 10 per cent re- 
duction of the salaries of borough em- 
ployes as is proposed in a_ paper 
offered by ,Alderman Kd Gilliam 
(which the ‘committee did not con- 
sider), bet you can not sit here mark- 
ing time and not cut a thing and 
expect to avert a real financial dis- 
aster. 

Donaldson denied that any employe 
of his department is not needed. He | 
said many of the employes had been 
retained because of their value to the 
service despite the fact that they for- 
merly held positions in opposing po- 
litical camps. He also denied that the 
borough could save money by letting 
contracts for sewer work.
